Corroborated by Leaders. 

This story, told by the sheriff soon aft- 
er his return, is corroborated in some 
Ways by leaders of the mob who have 
returned here. The tales differ in other 
respects, however. One of them today 
repeated the story as follows: 

“Tt was near Caplinger Mills that we 


got close up on the sheriff's party for 


the first time. The sheriff had aban- 
doned the automobile and taken to the 


woods. We came upon his party close 8 


to the road afoot: By tnis time our 
crowd numbered 600. 

“*We are here to get those men,’ 
Some one said. ‘If we get new stuff 
out of them we are going to take them 
back to Springfield. We-will play square, 
and you had better play ers: be- 
cause we will take the men anyway.’ 


Mob Overpowers Sherif. 

“The sheriff was overpowered. Re- 
‘sistance was impossible. The crowd, 
the sheriff and the prisoners all went 
to Stockton. ‘Inere were about 1,000 
persons there. The prisoners were 
Jocked in the county jail and we then 
discussed * what was to be done with 
them. The sheriff had threatened to 
deputize enough men to guard the pris- 
oners. We wanted to avoid trouble. So 
we made an agreement with the sheriff 
that we would promise to do no harm 
to the men if we could handle them in 
our own way. This was agreed upon.” 

This leader says Claude Piersol was 
the first man called to testify. He was 
taken to the office of the prosecuting 
'attorney in the courthouse. With a

After questioning, the mob leader says, 
Adams admitted that Piersol had told 
him that he (Piersol) had been to the 
Crenshaw estate on May 30, the date 
of the kidnaping. This was a new de- 
velopment. Piersol started to make a 
- statement. 

“If you open your d—— head I'll blow 
your brains out,”’ one of the men told 
him. 

Take Cletus Back to Jail. 
Cletus was taken back to jail and, to 
quote the leader of the mob, “plans 
for the fourth, and fifth degrees on 
Piersal were made.”’ 

Certain citizens of Stockton objected 
to any unusual demonstration in the 
midst of their town. So it was, agreed 
that twenty of the Springfield men and 
five of the “ others "’ would take Piersol 
two miles south of town. The little 
party stopped at a clearing. It was 
moonlight. Piersol was bound and a rope 
was thrown over a limb of a big oak 
tree.

It stood out as a definite operation, de- 
signed for certain purposes, and it re- 
mains to be seen- whether other offen- 
sive battles havé been planned in this 
particular sector of the western front. 

The taking of Messines ridge has 
yobbed the Germans of the last com- 

manding natural position they occupied 
for so long opposite the British lines. 
Bapaume.anad Vimy and Messines ridges, 
as well as Monchy plateau, five miles 
east of Arras, have all been captured 


by the British during. the-last three |. 


months, and this has materially changed 
the military situation on this front. 

German Lines That Remain. 
There remain the much talked of 
Biegfried and Wotan lines, with their 
various support sysjems of trench de- 
fenses.

The Siegfried line represents that por-| 


tion of the Hindenburg line between 
Queant and St. Quentin. The Hinden- 
bure line’ between Queant and Arras 
has virtually been all taken by the Brit- 
ish, so the Germans now call their 
principal line of defense north of Queant 
the Wotan line, formerly known as the 
Drocourt-Queant switchline. 

North of Drocourt this line runs to 
Montigny, thence west to Annay, and 
connects with the trench systems there. 
All these lines, however, lack the nat- 
ural advantages which the Germans pos- 

gessed when jn command of the ridges. 


Wreck Steel and Concrete. 
The enemy has endeavored to offset 
this with artificial strength in the elab- 
orate use of steel and concrete for 
G@ugouts, machine gun emplacements, 
and supports for the covered communi- 
eation trenches. The victory of Mes- 
sines ridge, however, shows that con- 
crete and steel strong points must yield 
to the concentration of artillery - fire 
which the allies now are able to bring 
to bear upon any given point. 

The allies fecl that they have shown 
that the German mili power can 
be crushed, the only question remaining 
being the speeg with which this can 
be accomplished. 

This is where they say America can 
help with her tremendous weight of 
men and material, and they are looking 
forward to this help during the late 
autumn and in the spring of ~~ and 
thus go confidently on.

as typical of the new theory of warfare. | 


It was complete in itself—complete in 
action, complete in success.

Even under’ 
favorable conditions the plants are sus-~- 
ceptibie to heart rot and other diseases 
with this method. It i not to be recom- 
mended, — 

Mulching and finally falling to the tops 
with straw is a method of blanching 
suitable for the home garden if mere 
novelty is a consideration.
